MIES ONLY 
TWO MILES APART 


Chefco, June 6.—fiul two miles sep- 
arated 
ihi^ 
Japanese and Russian 
armies on the Liao Tung peninsula on 
June 2, according to hlncse who have 
arrived here from Daluy. 


The Japanese arc reinforced by those 
men who lauded at Dalny and occupied 
Twing Ching and also Sanchirapo. sev- 
eral miles ^vest of Dalny. They then 
proceeded along the coast toward Port 
Arthur. On one side of the army are 
high mountains aud on the other side 
•is the 8oa, from whiGh the Japanese 
gunboats are supporting the Üank of 
the army. 


On June 2 the Japanese forces were 
within five miles of the outer forts of 
Port Arthur, only two miles from the 
Russians, which is ready to protest 
their further advance. It is believed 
there v.?ill be a big battle at this point. 
It is also stated by the Chluese that 
"tlie Japanese have moved their base 
from Dalny to Taliemvan. The larger 
Japanese ships are anchored outside 
the smaller ones inside the harbor.

RUSSIAN GUNBOAT DESTROYED 


The Gilial Torpedicd By Japanese at 


Port Arthur. 


Tokio, June 6.-—The Russian gun- 
boat Gillal

torpedoed and de- 
stroyed at Port Arthur Saturday.

Japanese and Russian forces 
located 
north 
of 
Pulantien, 
which 
were in u series of 
brushes 
dur- 
ing the early part of last week, had 
another encounter on I^'riday, June 3, 
near Chu Chia Tun. On that day the 
Japanese cavalrymen 
met the Rus- 
sians at noon. The Russians numbered 
2ÜÜ0 men aud were composed of in- 
fantry. detachments of cavalry and ar- 
tillery. 
'J'hey were prpssing the Japa- 
nese cavalry, when the Japanese as- 
sembled their entire force and engaged 
the 
enemy, 
The 
Russians drew oil 
gradually and at 5.30 in the afternoon 
they retired to Telishu. The Japanese 
•suffered four^nen killed and four men 
wounded in the fighting, A report has 
been received from General Kuroki, 
•saying that on Friday last a detach- 
ment was dispatched from Ai Yang 
"Cheng (Ai Yang Picnmen?) to the east 
of Feng Wang Che;ig to make U recon- 
noissance toward Chaimatsi 
(Simat- 
si?), 35 miles north of Feng Wang 
Cheng. This detochment encountered 
600 Cossacks, and after a brisk en- 
gagement the Russians retreated, 


General Kuroki reports 
that 
the 
Russian loss v/as heavy. The Japanese 
suffered only one man killed and three 
wounded. 


It 13 suspected here that the Rus- 
sians -at Port Arthur are communicat- 
ing with points on the Chinese coast 
by means of wireless telegraphy. 
It 
was reported that a v/ireless station 
had been erqcted secretly at the village 
of Peh Wang, on Takin Island, one of 
the Mlao Tao group, situated in Pe 
Chi Li strait, and the Japanese cruiser 
Chitóse visited the island to investi- 
gate, She did not find anything. It Is 
reiK)rted that another such station has 
been erected near Shan Hai Kwan, and 
the Japanese are investigating this 
matter. 


Tlie Chitóse steamed in close to the 
Liaoto Shan promontOx'y and discov- 
ered four masts and a watch house 
near the coast. One of thes*? masts evi- 
dently v/as fitted for wireless teleg- 
raphy .operations. The ChitosG reports 
having heard a serjes of explosions at 
Port Ar-thur and believes them to have 
resulted from blastings preparatory to 
the emplacing of new batteriCiS,

FIENDISH PLOT 


TO KILL mm^ 


Cripple Creek, Col., June 7,—Twelve 
men were killed and seven were se- 
verely wounded by the explosion of an 
infernal machino at the ^railroad sta- 
tion in Independence. 
Eleven men 
were killed outright, being blown to 
pieces, and one died later from his 
v;ovmd3. 
Ail the killed iind injured, 
with the exception of two men from 
the Deadwood mine, were non-union 
i -nors employed on the night shift of 
tho Findley mine. 


The infernal machino with 
which 
the murder was committed consisted 
of a quantity of dynamite, probably 300 
pounds, a loaded revolver, and a long, 
fine steel wire attached to the trigger. 
The revolver was fastened so that the 
pulling of the trigger would not draw 
it away. The wire ran from under the 
station platform to the cribbing of the 
Delmonico property, .about '400 
feet 
away, where its end was fastened to a 
rung of a chair. 
Tho dynamite was 
placed close to the muzzle of the re- 
volver, which was discharged by pull- 
ing the wir-e. 
The ball from the re- 
volver and the resultant concussion 
exploded the dynamite, 


A man was seen running dwn 
the 
hill from the Delmonico property after 
the explosion. The Victor troops, who 
were ordered out by Mayor Fre^ich, 
were so stationed as to keep people 
from pas&ing over the path taken by 
this man and bloodhounds were sent 
from Canyon City and Trinidad 
to 
trail the assassin. 


The men had quit work and were 
waiting to board a suburban train on 
the Florence and Cripple Creek rail- 
road to return to their homes in Crip- 
ple Creek and Victor. 
Just after the 
engineer of 
the approaching 
train 
blew the whistle as a signal to the 
miners, according to custom, a terrific 
explosion occurred underneath the sta- 
tion platform, on and near which 26 
men were gathered. The platform was 
blown to pieces, the station wrecked 
and a hole 20 feet in circumference and 
20 feet in depth 
was torn 
In the 
ground. 
Fragments of bodies 
were 
hurled several hundred feet. 


Several bodies dropped into the pit 
made by the explosion, bjit heads, 
bands, ears, legs, arms and trunks were 
strewn about on all sides. 
Pieces of 
fiesh were found on buildings 500 feet 
away, while splashes of blood were 
found on everything within a radius of 
50 feet. Tlie force of the explosion was 
felt throughout the camp and 
the 
crash av/alcened everybody. 
The ap- 
proaching train was stopped and 
the 
trainmen rushed ahead to the scene 
of the disaster. They were joined in a 
few minutes hy hundreds of persons 
and relief work was begun at once. 


Without explanation and with a sud- 
denness that has caused great sur- 
prise Sheriff, Henry M. Robertson re- 
signed his position and Edward Bell 
was named to succeed 
him by 
the 
county commisRioners, Bell is a mem- 
ber of the Citixen'L AlIian«:o. 


City Marshal O'Connor, of Victor, 
.has sworn in a lar^o number of spe- 
cial policemen, who are patrolling the 
streets with shot guns. 
Many union 
men have armed themselves and say 
they vail resist v/ith violence any at- 
tempt to run them out of town, as is 
proposed. 
Detectives have been on- 
gaged 'to shadow the movements of 
every prominent union leader in tho 
camp.

Yktor, Col., June 7.—Deadly rioting 
broke out in Victor while a

murder of 12 non-union miners by 
means of an infernal machine, at In- 
dependence. 
Forty shots were fired 
Into a crowd in the street. 
R, McGee 
v/as shot dead and bJx persons were 
injured, several of w.iom v/ill die. 


Secretary Clarence H. Hambn. of 
the Aline Owners 
Association, 
was 
making an address, and in concluding 
said: "I want tp hear what the boys at 
the mines have got to say about this 
trouble," referring to the Independence 
disaster. 


V/iiliam Hoskins. a union miner from 
•Goldfieid, threw 
up his hands 
and 
shouted, 
me talk." 
At this the 


crowd began 
to hits Hoskins, 
and 
cried: "Put him out." 
A iree for al^ 
jGght foilowéd aud shooting 
began. 
Most of the shots vere dUected sky- 
ward. 


Hoskins fell with a bullet in the 
body and the crowd ^cuUerx^ñ, 
Secre- 
tary Hamlin, who was stundhjg on a 
wai;on, keyt taJiinj:^, UAimi^ii; uj p/, ihe 


storm of bullets that whizzod about 
his head.

of the hall. 


The Qoors of the building had beeu 
left open, and a dozen guardsmen fired 
into the hall as fast as they could work 
their rifies. 
After a few volleys tho 
order to take the place by assault was 
given and they jumped in. It was re- 
ported to General Bell that a number 
of mi^n v/ere killed, but none of the 
guardsmen v/ero injured. 


14 MEN BURNED TO DEATH 


Liiss of $1,000,000 By Explosion In a 


Distiiiery. 


Peoria, 111., June 5.—An explosion 
which occur.rcd in the 11-story ware- 
house of the Corning Distillery Com- 
pany, the second largest in tho world, 
completely wrecked the building. Tho 
ruins immediately took fire and com- 
manicated to three adjoining buildings, 
burning them to the ground. Fourteen 
men were buried beneath the ruins and 
burned to death, and six others were 
seriously injured. The loss on buildings 
and whisky and spirits will approxi- 
mate $1.000,000. The fire spread to the 
stock yards district, where a dozen 
large cattle barns, filled with cattle for 
market, were burned. 


The* cause of the explosion cannot 
yet be determined. 
The 
warehouse, 
containing in the neighborhood pf 30,- 
000 barrels of v/hisky, was instaiitan- 
eously a seething caidron, and it was 
seen that no one inside the big struc- 
ture could escape. The warehouse, in 
crushing the smaller structures near- 
by, set them on fire, and the whisky 
f]'om the burning barrels flooded every- 
thing, in that section. Large streams 
ran down grade toward tho river, and 
in a short time there was a foot of 
whisky in the cattle pens east of the 
warehouse, where 3000 steers were lo- 
cated. Their distress lasted but a few 
moments, however, for they were soon 
roasted to death or suffocated.

ARMIES ONLY 


Chefco, Juno 6.—fint tAVO miles sep­ 
arated

Japaneso and Russian 
armies on the Liao Tung peninsula on 
June 2, according to hiñese who have 
arrived here from Dalny.

On June 2 the Japanese forces were 
within five miles of the outer forts of 
l^ort Arthur, only two miles from the 
Russians, Avhich is ready to protest 
their further advance. It is believed 
there Vv^ili be a big battle at this point 
It is also stated by the Chinese that 
the Japanese have moved their base 
from Dalny to Taliemvan. The larger 
Japanese ships are anchored outside 
the smaller ones inside the harbor.

from small vessels, apparently coming 
from Pitsewo'or the Elliott Islands. 


RUSSIAN GUNBOAT DESTROYED 


The Gilial Torpedied By Japanese at 
Port Arthur. 
Tokio, June 6.'—The Russian gun­ 
boat Gilial 
was 
torpedoed and de­ 
stroyed at Port Arthur Saturday. 
The Japanese and Russian forces 
located 
north 
of Pulantieu, 
which 
were in ti series of brushes dur­ 
ing the early part of last week, had 
another encounter on Friday, June 3, 
near Chu Chla Tun. On that day the 
Japanese cavalrymen mot the Rus­ 
sians at noon. The Russians numbered 
2000 men and Avere composed of in 
fan try, detachments of cavalry and ar­ 
tillery. "J'hey were prpssing the Japa 
nese cavalry, when the Japanese as 
sembled their entire force and engaged 
the 
enem y. 
The 
Russians drew ofl! 
gradually a n i at 5.30 in the afternoon 
they retired to Telishu. The Japanese 
■suffered four 4nen killed and four men 
wounded in the fighting, A report has 
been received from General Kuroki, 
•saying that on Friday last a detach­ 
ment W3>s dispatched from Ai Yang 
Cheng (Ai Yang Picnmen?) to the east 
of Feng Wang Che;ig to make a recon- 
nojssance toward Chaimatsi (Simat- 
si?), 35 miles north of Feng Wang 
Cheng. This detechment encountered 
600 Cossacks, and after a brisk en­ 
gagement the Russians retreated, 
General Kuroki reports 
that 
the 
Russian loss was heavy. The Japrxnese 
suffered only one man killed and three 
wounded. 
It is suspected here that the Rus­ 
sians tit Port Arthur are communicat­ 
ing with points on the Chinese coast 
by means of wireless telegraphy. 
It 
was reported that a v/ireless station 
had been erected secretly at the village 
of Peh Wang, on Takin Island, one of 
the Miao Tao group, situated in Pe 
Chi Li strait, and the Japanese cruiser 
Chitóse visited the island to investi­ 
gate, She did n o t find anything. It is 
reix)rted that another such station has 
been erected near Shan Hai Kwan, and 
the Japanese are investigating this 
matter. 
The Chitóse steamed in close to the 
Liaoto Shan promontory and discov­ 
ered four masts and a watch house 
near the coast. One of thes<? masts evi­ 
dently v/as fitted for wireless teleg­ 
raphy .operations. The Chitóse reports 
having heard a series of explosions at 
Port Ar-thur and believes them to have 
resulted from blastings preparatory to 
the emplacin?r of new batteries.

FIENDISH PLOT 


Cripple Creek, Col., June 7,—Twelve 
men were killed and seven were se­ 
verely wounded by the explosion of an 
Infernal machine at the ^railroad sta­ 
tion in Independence. 
Eleven men 
were killed outright, being blown to 
pieces, and one died later from his 
v/ounda. 
All the killed iind injured, 
with the exception of two men from 
the Deadwood mine, were non-union 
i -riors employed on the night shift of 
tho Findley mine. 
The infernal machine with 
which 
the murder was committed consisted 
of a quantity of dynamite, probably 300 
pounds, a loaded revolver, and a long, 
fine steel wire attached to the trigger. 
The revolver was fastened so that the 
pulling of the trigger would not draw 
it a^va5^ The Nvlre ran from under the 
station platform to the cribbing of the 
Delmonico property, .about '400 
feet 
away, where its end was fastened to a 
rung of a chair. 
The dynamite was 
placed close to the muzzle of the re­ 
volver, which was discharged by pull­ 
ing the Avii‘0. 
The ball from the re­ 
volver and the resultant concussion 
exploded the dynamite. 
A man was seen running dwn 
the 
hill from the Delmonico property after 
the explosion. The Victor troops, who 
were ordered out by Mayor Fre^ich, 
were so stationed as to keep people 
from passing over the path taken by 
this man and bloodhounds were sent 
from Canyon City and Trinidad to 
‘ trail the assassin. 
The men had quit work and were 
waiting to board a suburban train on 
the Florence and Cripple Creek rail­ 
road to return to their homes in Crip­ 
ple Creek and Victor. 
Just after the 
engineer of 
the approaching 
train 
blew the whistle as a signal to the 
miners, according to custom, a terrific 
explosion occurred underneath the sta­ 
tion platform, on and near which 26 
men were gathered. The platform was 
blown to pieces, the station wrecked 
and a hole 20 feet in circumference and 
20 feet in depth 
was torn 
in the 
ground. 
Fragments of bodies 
were 
hurled several hundred feot. 
Several bodies dropped into the pit 
made by the explosion, bjit heads, 
bands, ears, legs, arms and trunks were 
strewn about on all sides. 
Pieces of 
fiesh were found on buildings 500 feet 
away, while splashes of blood were 
found on everything within a radius of 
50 feet. The force of the explosion was 
felt throughout the camp and 
the 
crash av/akened everybody. 
The ap­ 
proaching train was stopped and the 
trainmen rushed ahead to the scene 
of the disaster. They were joined in a 
few minutes by hundreds of persons 
and relief work was begun at once. 
Without explanation and with a sud­ 
denness that has caused great sur­ 
prise Sheriff, Henry M. Robertson re­ 
signed his position and Edward Bell 
was named to succeed 
him by 
the 
county commissioners. Bell is a mem­ 
ber of iht Citizen*L AlIian»:o. 
City Marshal O'Connor, of Victor, 
.has sw^orn in a lar^e number of spe­ 
cial policemen, who are patrolling the 
streets with shot guns. 
Many union 
men have armed themselves and say 
they v/ill resist v/ith violence any at- 
tenjpt to run them out of town, as is 
proposed. 
Detectives have been en­ 
gaged ^lo shadow the movements of 
every prominent union leader in tho 
camp.

DEADLY RIOTING AT VICTOR 


Shots Fired Into Crowd Whifc Discuss- 
cussing Dynamite Outrode, 
Vktor, Col., June 7.—Deadly rioting 
broke out in Victor while a mass 
meeting was being held to discuss the , 
murder of 12 non-union miners by 
means of an infernal machine, at In­ 
dependence. 
Forty shots wej*e fired 
into a crowd in the street.

injured, several of w^iom v/ill die.

up his hands 
and 
shouted, ‘*i-iet me talk.'" 
At this the 
crowd began 
to hits Hoskins, 
and 
cried: “Put him out.” 
A iree for aljl 
fight foilowSd and shooting 
began. 
Most of the shots were directed sky- 
w^ard. 
Hoskins Icll with a buliet in the 
body and the crowd fcutterv^d.

storm of bullets that whizzed about 
his head. 
After tho first oxcitomont had cloiir- 
ed away somewhat the injured aud dy- 
in-g wt^rc gathered up. 
R. Mcec, who was killed, had been 
standing on an embankment 30 feet 
above the men who had been fighting 
nnd was an innocent spectator. 
A pitched battle is lookecl for at any 
moment. There are 5000 men on the 
streets and 
union men 
are arming 
themselves.

streets making threats. 
Later a mob attacked Miners’ Union 
Hall and Major Taylor sent guards to 
aid in quelling the disturbance on 
Fourth street V/hcn tho uniformed 
men swung into Fourth street they 
were ijred on from houses on both 
sides of the street They returned the 
fire arul meed iu. at a d 
quick 
until they were near tho ?Ilnev?* Hn* 
ion Hall. 
At that point the mob scat­ 
tered, and as the soldiera halted sev* 
eral shots were fired at them irom the 
ivlivdo’s of the hall. 
The Qoors of the building had been 
left open, and a dozen guardsmen fired 
into the hall as fast as they could work 
their rifies. 
After a few volleys the 
order to take the place by assault was 
given and they jumped in. 
It w’as re­ 
ported to General Bell that a number 
of men v/ere killed, but none of tho 
guardsmen v/ere injured. 


14 MEN BURNED TO DEATH 


Ldss of $1,000,000 By Explosion In a 
Distillery, 
Peoria, 111., June 5.—An explosion 
w’^hioh occur.rcd in the 11-story ware­ 
house of the Corning Distillery Com­ 
pany, the second largest in the world, 
completely wrecked the building. Tho 
ruins immediately took fire and com­ 
municated to three adjoining buildings, 
burning them to the ground. Fourteen 
men were buried beneath the ruins and 
burned to death, and six others were 
seriously injured. The loss on buildings 
and whisky and spirits will approxi­ 
mate $1.000,000. The fire spread to the 
stock yards district, where a dozen 
large cattle barns, filled with cattle for 
market, were burned. 
The* cause of the explosion cannot 
yet bo determined. 
The warehouse, 
containing in the neighborhood fff 30,- 
000 barrels of whisky, was instantan­ 
eously a seething caJdron, and it was 
seen that no one inside the big struc­ 
ture could escape. The warehouse, in 
crushing the smaller structures near­ 
by, set them on fire, and the whisky 
from the burning barrels flooded every­ 
thing^ in that section. Largo streams 
ran down grade toward the river, and 
in a short time there was a foot of 
whisky in the cattle pens easi of the 
warehouse, where 3000 steers were lo­ 
cated, Their distress lasted but a few 
moments, however, for they w^ere soon 
roasted to death or soffocated. 
The tw'o fermenting houses v/ere 
speedily food 'for the fiarnes. They aro 
two structures of good dimensions, and 
both * oi them were practically de­ 
stroy e^l,

The hydrogen has, In this instance, acted like poison upon the heated steel, and 
very small quantities of such poisonous matter will suflice to produce very 
violent effects. The disease in question can be radically cured, it only being 
necessary to anneal the poisoned bar, repeating the process by heating exposed 
to air. The poisoned steel, by being allowed to lie for a long time, will, without 
any further expert treatment, show signs of improvement to a certain degree, 
the poison gradually leaving It. A better treatment still is ?30lllng in water or 
oil, Avhich process may be compared to using warm compresses in the case of 
human beingn. 


Metals can become diseased from improper treatment, as, for instance, copper 
and steel when exposed for a certain length of time to temperatures exceeding 
fixed limits. The copper in coJisequence loses a great part of its ductibility and 
bending qualities. In steel the disease can become so virulent that a steel bar 
so infected can, on falling on the ground, break to pieces.

The Survival of the Weak 
B j Charlton T. Lewis 


NE of the most interesting questions in the whole range of social 
science is this: 
Docs civilisation, on the whole, increase the 
average duration of life? 
Every thinker on such subjects Is 
familiar with the considerations w’hich show that the average 
length of life must be accepted as the best measure of the pros* 
perity and progress of mankind. Accordingly, no more gratify­ 
ing evidence has been found for the inaprovement of civilized 
nations since the Middle Ages than the conclusive proofs which 
historians give us that the expectation of life has been largely 
increased. It is an assured fact that a few centuries ago old age 
came very mucli sooner than it does now, and that the mortality of all ages 
Avas vastly greater; but no attempt to measure the improvement was possible 
until the accumulation of trustw'orthy statistics through the agency of gov­ 
ernments. The methods of taking the census have beeu gradually improved, 
so that its figures are much more valuable now than a generation ago, but 
there are several countries in Avhlch the statistics already collected are sufficient 
to support some definite conclusions which are of the highest Interest. It is 
established beyond doubt that during the nineteenth century there was in all 
the civilized nations of the world an important lengthening of the average 
life, and that this improvement is especially characteristic of the last half of 
the century. It is also clear that the improvement is limited almost wholly to 
the earWer half of life—that is to say, there has been an immense diminution 
of infant mortality, a large decrease of the rate of mortality among children 
and youth, and, on the w'hole and in general, an increase in the mortality of 
advanced life, most particularly among males older than fifty-five.—Harper’» 
Weekly.

%■ w’here armies, composed principally of civilians who had had 
little or no experience in the use of the rifle, w'ere drilled for 
months to maneuvre on a gi'and scale without being taught 
to shoot with ball. The Confederates were more skilful; and 
how they attested that skill when the Union soldiers were rushed at them at 
Antletam and Fredericksburg armed only with the bayonet, because our Gen­ 
erals had no faith In the bullet! 
A division annihilated at Antletam, SOOO 
killed and W’oundcd In front of Marye’s Hill, and not a single Union bayonet 
reaching the line of the Confederates! 
At Bunker Hill undisciplined Americans slew a thousand British, who were 
perfect in the science of military evolutions. Burgoyne at Saratoga was forced 
to surrender because of the fearful execution of American sharpshooters; an 
army of 12,000 of the flower of British regulars, at New Orleans, were defeated 
by 3000 skilled riflemen of Tennessee and Kentucky, who wore ns ignorant of 
tactics as of book learning, killing and w'ounding 2100 in a battle that occupied 
only tw'enty-flve minutes. It is not necessary for me to cite further historical 
Incidents, Our army. In the Civil War by practice on the skirmish and battle 
line, learned to shoot, but at w'hat a fearful cost? 
Allow me to suggest that the best marksmen in field service are those who 
can judge and estimate distances by the eye, in a broken country, and therefore 
l)ractiee should be given, if possible, in all around field shooting, as well as on 
a level range.

How Metals Become Diseased 
By Prof. E. Heyn 
S 


T Is known that many metals show symptoms of poisoning, 
rendering them unlit for use. Thus steel can, by means of 
small quantities of hydrogen and under certain circumstances, 
be very seriously affected. Let u& take two steel bars of the 
same material, both heated to a red heat, one surrounded by 
air, the other exposed to the Inlluences of hydrogen or 
hydrogen gas, chilling both bars in water after heating; we 
shall find the bar heated In hydrogen to be brittle, w’hereas 
the other bar, heated in air, will turn out to be fur surperlor. 
The hydrogen has, in this Instance, acted like poison upon the heated steel, and 
very small quantities of such poisonous matter will suffice to produce very 
violent effects. The disease In question can be radically cured, it only being 
necessary to anneal the poisoned bar, repeating the process by heating exposed 
to air. The poisoned steel, by being allowed to lie for a long time, will, without 
any further expert treatment, show signs of improvement to a certain degree, 
the poison gradually leaving It. A better treatment still Is boiling in w’atev or 
oil, Avhlch process way be compared to using warm compresses In the case of 
human beinira. 
Metals can become diseased from Improper treatment, as, for instance, copper 
and steel when exposed for a certain length of time to temperatures exceeding 
fixed limits. The copper In coJisequence loses a great part of Its ductibiiity anj 
bending qualities. In steel the disease can become so virulent that a steel bar 
so Infected can, on falling on the ground, break to pieces. The technical expert 
calls auvU disease ‘'overheatUig.”«'liarper’8 Magaxiue.

Terrific Storm Wrecks Barn 
And Kills Three Horses. 
A terrific thunder storm, accompanied 
by sweeping winds and a heavy downfall 
of hail, swept over Gettysburg and the 
upper end of the county Monday evening, 
doing considerable damage. 
James Boyd, residing on tho McPher­ 
son farm in Cumberland township, was 
l^robably the heaviest loser. He lost three 
valuable horses as the result of the torna­ 
do. 
The storm blew down the stone gables 
of the barn, the debris falling upon the 
horses, killing two outright. Tho third 
animal had both hind legs broken and had 
to be killed. The heavy threshing floor 
sustained the balance of the fallen. stojie 
and saved the other horses in the bani 
from sharing a similar fate. 
Another barn on the same farm was to^ 
tally destroyed. The barn on the Jesse 
AA'alter farm in Straban township, was al­ 
so totally wrecked. 
The fj’ame stable on J. M. AVilliams’ 
farm, about a njile fi’om Gettysburg, was 
blown to jiieces by the blast. 
Tho roof of Aspers’ Mill, at Aspors^ 
Station, and the roof of the barn on thq 
Bishop farm near Center Mills, w^ero 
both carried away, and other building in 
tliii vicinity damaged. 
The road near Guernsey was blockaded 
by fallen timber, many large trees being 
uprooted and snapped oil by the wund. 
Jacob Kitziniller’s house and hi?i barn 
roof, in Freedom township, were badly 
damaged and the Avagon shed on the 
same place was moved about two feet 
from the foundation. Some of the doors 
of tho buildings Avere carried away and 
cannot bo found. 
Many other build­ 
ings in the path of the storm were dam­ 
aged, Jdany fields were badly washed 
by the heavy downpour of rain. Much 
damage was done to grain,- corn and 
grass by the heavy fall of hdil.

after the storm had subsided.

A Simple Home Experiment. 


This Is a very amusing and interest* 
lug experiment and also an instructive 
one» I suppose you know how to make 
A wine glass or a thin goblet "sing*' 
by wetting your finger and rubbing it 
around tlie rim of the glass, and that 
you know, also, that you can change 
the musical note which the glass sings 
by pouring in Avater. Now. if you try 
two glasses of the same set you will 
find that, although they look exactly 
alike, they do not give exactly the 
same note when you rub them with a 
,wet finger. But the two notes will be 
Bo nearly the same that a little water 
poured Into one glass or the other will 
make them exactly the same. When this 
is done the glasses are said to be iu 
tune with each other, or to be 
uni- 
son." I am supposing that you have a 
fairly good musical car, so that you 
can tell whether two notes are in tune 
mith each other, but we shall see pres- 


rapidly—so rapidly and for so short ft 
distance that you cannot 
see 
them 
move. The vibration is carried partly 
through the air, but chiefly through 
the table to the other glass, and makes 
It vibrate, and, therefore, sets the hnir. 
pin dancing, but only when the glasses 
iire In tune. 
For each glass has its 
own way of vibrating. 
When struck 
or rubbed it vibratos to and fro just 
so many times in a second and pro- 
duces a particular note, and the mo- 
tion which oomes from one glass will 
not be taken up by the other unless 
each naturally vibrates the same num- 
ber of times a second, or is tuned to 
the same note. 


So if you hang two marbles by 
threads of equal length to two nails 
driven several feet apart in the same 
beam, and set one marble swinging, 
the other one will gradually take up 
the motion aud swing too, but it will

TOWER TRAP FOR GUNNERS, 


4 
OomiDon In Kuropr, lltii IT«« 


known In ThU Country* 


The equipment of the Pinehurst (N. 
C.) Gun Clul embraces an interest- 
ing feature iu the shape of a tower 
trap. Such traps aiv quite common in 
Europe, but practically unknown in 
this country. 


In the top of the tower are two tar- 
get traps, one at the right and one at 
the left. The attendant is protected 
by a heavy plank partition, which also 
hides the traps from view. The traps 
are pulled from the rear, In the usual 
manner. 


Birds may bo thrown in five ways, 
right, left, unknown, overhead 
and 
doubles. 
In all of these events, with 
the exception of the overhead birds, 
the shooter faces the tower at the 
usual distance. In the overhead shoot- 
ing he stands back to the tower and 
directly underneath it. The sport fur- 
nished is novel as compared with the 
usual trap shooting. 


The idea is to produce conditions 
such as those the sportsman experi- 
ences in wild water fowi, pigeon or 
other such shooting, or in shooting 
birds which fly from trees. 
Known 
angles to the right and left are not 
diiticuit and many gunners have a 
knack for killing overhead birds, but 
unknown angles puzzle the experts, 
and doubles, two birds shooting off in 
opposite directions at the same time, 
call for a skill aud quickness that few 
possess. 
But doubles are not impos- 
sible, and the shooting is wonderfully 
fascinaiing because of its difllculty.

ently that the experiment itself will de- 
cide the question as well as you can 
do It by ear, or better. 


When you have got the two glasses 
In tune set them two or three feet 
from each other on an uncovered ta- 
'ble. Pull a stout hairpin out straight, 
•bend down an inch or less of each and 
lay the hairpin across 
one 
of 
the 
glasses. Any piece of rather fine wire 
."Will do as well as the hairpin. 


Now wet your finger and rub it pn 
the ether glass until it sings loud ahd 
cl«ar. 
Immediately you will hear a 
jingling noise, and you will see the 
liairpin on the glass that you are not 
touching at all, tremble, dance and 
liop about in lively fashion. 
But If 
y o u ' t r y tiie experiment 
with 
two 
glasses that are not in tune the hair- 
pin does not budge, so, as I said be- 
fore, the experiment itself affords a 
good test of *ne corre*'-- ss of tuning. 
The reason why the hairpin dances is 
this: 
The glass which you rub, like 
any other object that gives a musical 
note. Is vibrating; that is to say, its 
particles are moving to and fro very 


remain quiet If the threads are not of 
exactly the same length.

Our Taste For Cliocoliite. 


The taste of the people of the United 
States for cacao and chocolate appears 
to be deyeloplnir with rapidity. 
Fig- 
lu'es compiled by the Department of 
Commerce and L<abor show that the 
importation of cacao has grown from 
nine million pounds In 1SS3 to twenty- 
four million pounds in lSi>3, and sixty- 
three million pounds iu 11)03. 
Cacao, 
as is well understood, is the product 
of the cacao tree, which grows wild in 
tropical America» and is also much 
cultivated there, and to some extent in 
Asia and Africa. 
The fruit of this 
tree, a pear-shaped pod from live to 
ten inches in length, contains numer- 
ous large seeds from which the choco- 
late of commerce Is produced, while 
the shells are also utilized for the de- 
coction known as cacao, or cocoa, used 
as a substitue for tea or coft'ee. 
It 
is the crude cacao, loaves and shell? 
which form tho 
large and 
rapidly 
growing importation above referred 
to, which has- increased from nine 
million pounds in 1SS3 to sixty-three 
million pounds In 1903, The value of 
importation of cacao in this crude form 
has grown from one million dollars 
in 1S83 to four million dollars In 1803. 
and nearly eight million dollars in 
lt>03.-Harper's Weekly.

Verdict of a F a rm e r F ro m Choice. 
By Enoch C. Dow* Belfast* Me. 
NLY a short time since I received a call from a man who has 
a responsible position with one of the largest contracting and 
1» building firms In this country. 
During the conversation I 
made the remark that he had a good trade, and was doing 
well at It, to which he replied, that if he was to start over 
again he would go to farming. 
Now, here was a man in the prime of life, earning more 
than $1000 a year, Avho believes farming holds out better in­ 
ducements to the young man that is oiiered by the mechanical 
trades. This is not the visionary idea of the city worker who has no practical 
knowledge of farm life, and who imngines farming is all pleasure and profit. 
No, It was the mature Judgment of a well educated and experienced mechanic, 
iWho has the management of a department and. the supervision of forty men 
(working under him. As a boy he grew up on a farm; as a young man lie 
^worked at farming for several years; as a man in the prime and vigor of life, 
(With mature Judgment, and earning a salary tliat the average farmer boy 
[would look tipon as fabulous, he says there are more* and better opportunities 
on the farm than in the trades. 
Here Is something for the farmers’ boys to tliink about and "well consider. 
True, the farm knowledge needed by the successful farmer to-day Is gi-eater 
Ithan in the past, yet it is of such a nature that it may be largely gained while 
¡conducting the usual farm operations. It requires no more time to learn to be 
a good farmer than to learn a good trade. 
The good farmer can get more out of life than the good mechanic; the poor 
(farmer has a better show for a living than the poor mechanic. Then, there 
are the enjoyments of country living to offset the Inconveniences of the usual 
city life. Yes, the city has its advantages; so also has the country. On the 
whole, the advantages are with the country. 
The writer of this is a farmer from choice, and not from necessity. With 
f^9me experience In other walks of life, and a good education, a good look was 
Itaken, andi the decision was made that farming was a better and bigger busi- 
nesB than any of the trades or so-called learned professions. I have not seen 
jcause to change that opinion, but It grows stronger as the seasons come and 
go. Always there is something to learn on the farm. The mechanic may be* 
icome a machine; the preacher grows small and narrow in his theology; the 
lawyer gets sharp, but limited; the doctor sickens of his pills and patients and 
Itighs for a< broader life. The farmer only, of all men, has a business that 
always broadens and develops if followed intelligently.—New York Tribune. 


Curing Crippled Children. 
By Dr. Adolf Lorenz, of tlie University of Vienna. 
ROBABLY the only new tiling "whlch I have to teach surgeons 
Is that many malformations and dislocations can be cured by 
the use of the human hands and hy manipulation of the mal­ 
formed or dislocated part without any cutting. It is no reflec­ 
tion upon the excellent surgeon^ of America that I have 
something new to show them, because the results of my 
earliest bloodless operations performed with the hands were 
in the nature of discoveries, and as npw to me as to others. 
America teaches the rest of the world many things and, there- 
iCore, can sometimes learn w’lth a good grrace. 
I have been performing these operatloas for about fifteen years, and have 
In that time treated about 1000 cases by the new method. These cases have 
Included club feet, double or single displacement of the hip, wry neck and 
other malformations. 
Previous to 1880 I used the knife in treating the hip dislocations and, in 
consequence, almost invariably got a resulting stiff hip In the patient. By the 
present method I get forty per cent, of cures that seem to be absolutely per­ 
fect, so that a child that has two dislocated hips and is almost unable to drag 
itself about can in a little w'hile run and Jump as well as any other. In an­ 
other thirty per cent, the cure Is not perfect, for a slight limp is left, and in 
'the remaining thirty per cent, there Is at least no injury to the patient. 
I have learned by my experience that It Is better to set an age limit for 
¡these operations, and, I do not now generally undertake to treat children over 
six years of age where both hips are out of Joint, or over nine years of age 
where one Is displaced. I used to treat older chlldi’en, but gave It up as the 
results were not good,’owing to the sti-ength of the muscles that bound the 
limb Into the wrong position. 
At first I used a sort of screw to puU limbs Into their places, but It was too 
rough and I gave that up and now use the hands alone, though In dilllcult 
cases the limbs are prepared for the operation by means of weights that pull 
them, some of them being as heavy as eighty pounds. 
Though the treatment of the child's malformed or misjointed limb may 
appear to the layman to be very severe, and though a gi’eat deal of force la 
certainly applied In tearing the muscles that bind the bones In the false posi- 
Itlon, yet when the child awakes from the pther it feels no pain. 
Recovery 
from the immediate effects of the operation is very rapid and the child should 
be moving about In two of three days, using the limb that has been ti-eated. 
I want the child to use the limb' as soon as possible, for In most cases the bead 
of the femur and the socket In which it works do not work harmoniously, be­ 
cause during all the patient’» life they have grown apart. Use :wlll remove 
jthls difficulty.

Good Year for Coffee. 
Statistics which have Just been pub­ 
lished by the Society of Colonial Stu­ 
dies ehow that during the year ended 
on June 30, 1901, the total production 
of coffee amounted to 15,500,000 bags, 
each containing CO kilograms. Mocha 
does not ligure to any extent In these 
statistics; indeed, we only know that 
a few of the 225,000 bags, representing 
the entire Arabic and African produc­ 
tion, were illled with it. 
Brazil fur­ 
nished more coffee than 
any 
other 
country, ll,500,0o0 
bags, or nearly 
three-quarters of the total production, 
being exported from It. The remain­ 
ing bags were exported from the other 
countries of Central and South Ameri­ 
ca, the Antilles, the Dutch and British 
West Indies, and finally from Africa. 
It is estimated that the production for 
this year will amount to 
16,500,000 
bags.

CHILDREIsrS DEPARTMENT. 


A Simple Home Experiment. 


This Is a very amusing and interest­ 
ing experiment and also an instructive 
one. I suppose you know bow to make 
a wine glass or a thin goblet “sing*' 
by wetting your finger and rubbing it 
around the rim of thé glass, and that 
you know, also, that you can change 
the musical note which the glass sings 
by pouring in water. Now, If you try 
two glasses of the same set you will 
find that, although they look exactly 
alike, they do not give exactly the 
same note when you rub them with a 
,wet finger. But the two notes will be 
Bo nearly the same that a little water 
poured into one glass or thiî other will 
make them exactly the same. When this 
is done the glasses are said to be iu 
tune with each other, or to be “in uni- 
aou.^’ I am supposing that you have a 
fairly good musical car, so that you 
can tell whether two notes are in tune 
Cirith each other, but we shall see pres- 


rapidly—so rapidly and for so short n 
distance that you cannot 
see them 
move. The vibration is carried partly 
through the air, but chiefly through 
the table to the other glass, and makes 
it vibrate, and, therefore, sets tho hair, 
pin dancing, but only when the glasses 
are in tune. 
For each glass has its 
own way of vibrating. 
When struck 
or rubbed it vibrates to and fro just 
so many times in a second and pro­ 
duces a particular note, and the mo­ 
tion which romes from one glass will 
not be taken up by the other unless 
each naturally vibrates the same num­ 
ber of times a second, or is tuned to 
the same note. 
So If you hang two marbles by 
tlu’eads of equal length to two nails 
driven several feet apart in the same 
beam, and set one marble swinging, 
the other one avIII gradually take up 
the motion and swing too, but it will

ently that the experiment Itself will de­ 
cide the question as well as you can 
do it by ear, or better. 
When you have got the two glasses 
In tune set them two or three feet 
from each other on an uncovered ta- 
'ble. Pull a stout hairpin out straight, 
bend down an inch or less of each and 
lay the hairpin acro«s 
cne of the 
glasses. Any piece of rather fine wire 
;will do as well as the hairpin. 
Now w'et your finger and rub it pn 
the ether glass until it sings loud ahd 
clear. 
Immediately you will hear a 
jingling noise, and you will see the 
hairpin on the glass that you are not 
touching at all, tremble, dance and 
hop about In lively fashion.

The reason why the hairpin dances is 
this: The glass which you rub, like 
any other object that gives a musical 
note, Is vibrating; that Is to say, Its 
particles are moving to and fro very 


remain quiet if the threads are not of 
exactly the same length. 
If the glasses ring very loud and 
clear and if your ears are sharp iyou 
can leave off the hairpin, make one 
glass ring, suddenly stop It with your 
finger and then, by listening attentive­ 
ly, you may hear the untouched glass 
ring faintly for a second. 
In playing on a piano on which a 
lamp was standing you may have no­ 
ticed a peculiar Jingle whenever a 
particular npte was struck, ttiough 
that note was all right when the lamp 
was not there. 
If you touch the turnlng-up wheel 
of, the lamp with your finger you will 
feel a little thrill whenever that note 
Is played and the Jingling will be dead­ 
ened. The little elastic piece of metal 
is vibrating In tune with that partlcu< 
lar note, that is all.

A Device ro m m o n In Kuropr, llwC* V«- 
known In Thl* Country* 
The equipment of the Pinehurst (N. 
C.) Gun Club embraces an interest­ 
ing feature iu the shape of a tower 
trap. Such traps an' quite common in 
Europe, but practically unknown in 
this country. 
In the top of the tower are two tar­ 
get traps, one at the right and one at 
the left. The attendant is protected 
by a heavy plank partition, which also 
hides the traps from view. The traps 
are pulled from the roar, in tho usual 
manner. 
Birds may be thrown in five ways, 
right, left, unknown, overhead and 
doubles. 
In all of these events, with 
the exception of the overhead birds, 
the shooter faces tho tower at the 
usual distance. In the overhead shoot­ 
ing he stands back to the tower and 
directly underneath it. The sport fur­ 
nished is novel as compared with the 
usual trap shooting. 
The idea is to produce conditions 
such as those the sportsman experi­ 
ences in wild water fowi, pigeon or 
other such shooting, or in shooting 
birds which fly from trees. Known 
angles to the right and left are not 
dlfflicult and many gunners have a 
knack for killing overhead birds, but 
unknown angles puzzle the experts, 
and doubles, two birds shooting oft' In 
opposite directions at the same time, 
call for a skill and quickness that few 
possess. But doubles are not impos­ 
sible, and the shooting is w’onderfully 
fascinating because of its dlfllculty.

The taste of the people of the United 
States for cacao and chocolate appears 
to be developing with rapidity. 
Fig­ 
ures compiled by the Department of 
Commerce and liabor show that the 
importation of cacao has groNvn from 
nine million pounds in ltSS3 to twenty- 
four million pounds In 1SD3. and sixty- 
three million pounds iu 11)03. 
Cacao, 
as is well understood, is the product 
of the cacao tree, which grows wild in 
tropical America, and is also much 
cultivated there, and to some extent in 
Asia and Africa. 
The fruit of this 
tree, a pear-shaped pod from five to 
ten inches in length, contains numer 
ous large seeds from which the choco­ 
late of commerce is produced, while 
the shells are also utilized for the de­ 
coction known as cacao, or cocoa, used 
as a substitue for tea or coffee. 
It 
is the crude cacao, leaves and shells 
which form tho 
large and 
rapidly 
growing importation above referred 
to, which has* increased from nine 
million pounds in 1SS3 to sixty-three 
million pounds in 19Ü3. The value o( 
importation of cacao in this crude form 
has grown from one million dollar» 
in 1SS3 to four million dollars in 1S93. 
and nearly eight million doUars in 
11)03.—Harper’s Weekly.
